The highest price so far has been 
for a scene of the Witch in her 
dungeon from Snow White. It 
sold for approximately $30,000.

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— When your child is homesick 
and wants to come home 


By Barbara Bronson Gray 


Dear Mom and Dad, 

I thought camp was supposed 
to be fun, but l'm having an aw- 
ful time. Please come get me 
right away. 

Love, 
Me 


etting a “come-get-me-quick” 
letter from a child can be a 
challenging, tough situation for 
parents. Caught between wan- 
ting to provide support, on the 
one hand, and wanting to help 
the child succeed at camp, on 
the other, parents feel they're in 
a no-win situation. 
The most important thing for 
a parent to do when such a letter 
arrives is to not act immediately, 
according to Dr. Lionel Margolin, 
medical director of the Reiss- 
Davis Child Study Center in Los 
Angeles. Assess the situation 
and your child's personality. Is 
he or she a rugged individualist? 
А complainer? A loner or an ex- 
trovert? How does your child 
usually deal with a new situa- 
tion? Also consider your own 
behavior in such situations. How 
has he seen you react to new 
challenges? 
Children's homesickness fre- 
quently has little to do with 


camp. The child may want to 
come home because of some- 
thing that was going on before 
he left for camp, or something 
that was planned to happen at 
home during camp, says 
Margolin. Is a baby going to be 
born? Was someone in the family 
going to have surgery? Is a 
favorite relative coming to town? 
Or were there family arguments 
or tension just before camp 
started? 

"Depending on camp policy, 
call or write in response to your 
child's plea," advises Margolin, 
"and listen to your child's com- 
plaint. For someone to listen 
seriously to the concern may be 
all that's needed.” ` 

For some children it’s just the 
first few days that are difficult, 
until new friends are made. 
Other youngsters may feel unin- 
volved in camp, or insecure 
about learning a new sport or 
camp-related skill. 

It may help to talk with the 
child's counselor or the camp 
director to find ways to help your 
child become more engaged in 
activities at camp. “Our number 
one goal is to get the kids in- 
volved,” says Tom Holland, one 
of the owner/directors of the 
(Continued on page 10)

What follows is the second in a 
senes of three articles by Jacquelyn 
Gross on ways to use a child's 
television watching to encourage 
reading as well. Her article in the 
last issue of The Disney Channel 
Magazine used the Monday 
night series The Swiss Family 
Robinson as an example of the 
type of program whose char- 
acters and plot might stimulate 
young viewers (perhaps with 
parental encouragement) not 
only to read the original novel by 
Johann David Wyss, but also to 
look for books with similar 
dramatic appeal. 

This issue's piece points to 
ways in which a child's interest 
in nature programs and docu- 
mentaries can be used to whet 
his or her appetite for reading. 

In the August 28 issue, Gross 
looks at Grimm's Fairy Tales 
and Storybook Theater to show 
how even very young children 
can develop an awareness of 
characters and story content, 
and a love for reading. 


| nterests play a powerful role in 
nurturing readers. When chil- 


dren read something they really 


care about, they seem not to ex- 
perience “decoding obsta- 
cles” and “comprehension dif- 
ficulties” that so often turn 
reading into an onerous chore. 
Give children who are fascinated 
with dinosaurs either written in- 
formation or a story about them, 
and they will read. It’s their in- 
terest that powers their efforts; 
and its those efforts that will 
ultimately make them compe- 
tent readers. You can motivate 
children to read by introducing 
them to something that excites 
them. With a TV set, that's easy. 
First; select programs that you 
think will interest your child— 
that will elicit a "Wow!" re- 
sponse. If your child is fascinated 
by nature or facts of any sort, 
you might try to watch Dinosaur! 
(page 44), or our ongoing Sunday 
evening series Animals in Action. 
Its important that you watch 
these programs with your 
children. As you do, look for 
smiles and listen for “Oh’s” and 
"Ah's." Make a mental note of the 
subjects that trigger a response. 
Next, plan reading explora- 
tions around the interests noted 
—the more the better. An in- 
terest in the “Nocturnal Ani-

Cottontail Ranch in Malibu, Cali- 
fornia. "Once they find things 
they enjoy doing, most children 
adapt quickly," he says. 

Margolin also advises that 
parents get an on-the-scene 
assessment from the camp 
counselor. "Find out if the child 
is really falling apart. Some kids 
may just be looking for feedback 
on how they're doing. Just say- 
ing, 1 know you can handle it 
may actually make a big dif- 
ference to many kids," says 
Margolin. 

Sometimes just stalling is the 
best approach for the parent to 
take. One father commented, “If 
I get a homesick letter from my 
son at camp, I send a letter by 
return mail. By the time he gets 
it, it’s time to come home." 

Margolin also suggests that if a 
child calls home because he's 
unhappy, the parents can make 
an arrangement with their child 
to write a long letter explaining 
what is going on, or to call back 
in three days. This gives the 
child reassurance that you're in- 
terested. It also involves him in a 
type of contract with you, while 
allowing time to get adjusted to 
the new environment. 


The best way to deal with the 
possibility of homesickness is to 
prepare the child before camp 
begins. Find out as much as you 
can about the camp, the routine, 
the food, the activities, the types 
of clothes most children wear 
and any special clothes or equip- 
ment the children should have. 

Margolin suggests parents tell 
their children: “There are a lot of 
things | can't tell you about 
camp, because | haven't been 
there. But I have a lot of con- 
fidence in you. If you have prob- 
lems, ask the counselor. And it's 
OK to feel a little homesick.” 

Parents should also seriously 
consider whether their children 
are ready to go away to camp. 
Are they independent in school? 
Can they make friends? If they 
have areas of difficulty, be sure 
you discuss these with the staff 
before camp begins. And if it's 
your child's first time away at 
camp, be sure the staff knows 
that too. They'll be especially 
alert to signs of sadness and can 
lend support before the 
homesick letter ever gets 
written.

Shepherd narrates his story in the role of an 
adult Ralph, recalling that worst of all summer 
vacations, when he was 14 years old. Unlike 
other noted Shepherd tales: narrated by the 
older Ralph, the focus of this family story is 
Ralph's father, "The Old Man." 

In this particular comedy adventure, The 
Old Man and his family—Mom, teenage 
Ralph, and his kid brother Randy, plus 

Fuzzhead the dog—have plans to return to 

their favorite vacation spot: Ollie 
Hopnoodle's Haven of Bliss, a lakeside 
resort with five cottages, named for the 

Dionne quintuplets. Last year our all- 
American family stayed in "Yvonne" and 

the roof leaked; this year they'll stay in 

"Marie." ' à 
Shepherd has been entertaining 
audiences with his off-beat humor for 30 
years or more, on radio, television, and 
in novels and collections of short 
stories. Ollie Hopnoodle follows in the 


familiar Shepherd tradition of fictional stories 
based on his childhood in a small industrial 
steel town in Indiana. Two other favorites, Jean 
Shepherd's Great American Fourth of July and 
Other Disasters and The Phantorn of the Open 
Hearth, about the traumatic event of the junior 
prom, are also airing on The Disney Channel. 
(Check listings for air dates and times.) 

During the filming of Ollie Hopnoodle, on 
location in Texas, The Disney Channel Maga- 
zine visited with Shepherd and cast members 
on the set. It was obvious that Shepherd’s script 
had struck a chord—and tickled the funny 
bone—of each of the actors. James B. Sikking 
(Hill Street Blues), who plays “The Old Man,” 
recalled long road trips out west when he was a 
boy, sometimes with his father, other times 
with both his parents. And Dorothy Lyman 
(Мата 5 Family), Mom, closely identified with 
the film’s family: “I had an upbringing very 
much like the one portrayed. Every summer 
my brother and I would be piled into the car 
with my mother and my dad. Га be put in 
there in June and let out in September. Га 
watch lakes and swimming pools and 
everything else go by the window, and Га be 
stuck in the car fighting with my brother.” 

The ordeal of the summer family vacation, 
with all of its encumbrances, lives on today, 
familiar also to Jerry O'Connell (Stand By Me), 
who plays the 14-year-old Ralph. “I couldn’t 
stop laughing when I read the script. My family 
goes to Montauk every summer, and it’s exact- 
ly like this. We pile the car with all kinds of stuff 
we don’t even use.” 

Shepherd sees the family vacation as one of 
our great American rituals. “As a writer, I’m 
always interested in rituals,” Shepherd says, 
“like Christmas, the Fourth of July, Easter. And 
there is nothing more ritualistic than the 
American family vacation. We are a nation that 
lives for vacations. Particularly the industrial

classes because they don't get the long week- 
ends that the guys with the fancy suits and 
BMWs get. It's usually two weeks out of 52, and 
families develop their own routines, frequently 
going to the sarne place, even the same cottage, 
year after year. 

"There's a hidden theme here, as well," 
Shepherd continues: "The American work 
ethic, which, of course, is tied up with the 
American vacation. The father is never com- 
fortable unless he's working. When the kid, 
Ralph, gets his first job, he's introduced to the 
work ethic: the idea that you're in a state of 
grace when you're working," as Shepherd 
describes it. "But Ralph's experience is horren- 
dous, and thus he develops a lifelong attitude 
toward bosses and jobs." Vintage Shepherd. 

“I hate nostalgia,” he sneers. Its an Ameri- 
can sickness to believe there used to be a better 
time. It's all myth . . .There never were any 
good old days, there's just days." 

"Just days," perhaps, but Shepherd's eccen- 
tric imagination bends those days into hilarious 
caricatures of everyday life in America. 
Audiences respond not just with laughter, 
however. Shepherd limns his characters with 
such affection that audiences also feel a sense 
of, yes, nostalgia. 

“My mother's meatloaf set the standard for 
the whole state," Ralph, as an adult, remi- 
nisces. "She was to meatloaf what Ted Williams 
was to long ball hitting. Mom was a slugger!" 
Now that's nostalgia for anyone 
who has ever smelled a 


meatloaf cooking in the oven (or watched Ted 
Williams bat), whether Shepherd intends for it 
to be nostalgic or not. 

"The film's also about the American pet, 
who is as much a part of the family as the kid," 
Shepherd adds. When Fuzzhead the dog dis- 
appears, only days before leaving for vacation, 
all plans are in jeopardy. "It's a trauma,” says 
Shepherd, "especially for Mom." 

Fuzzhead is played by Shepherd's own 
pampered pet Daphne. Camera directions for 
the dog's first scene, scripted by the humorist, 
read: "Cut to Fuzzhead, a small black-and- 
white dog, looking exceedingly cute and 
lovable. She makes Benji look like Cujo." 

Its not surprising that Daphne got the 
Fuzzhead role. She has appeared in three other 
Shepherd films. And as Shepherd freely ad- 
mits, “I’m in the movie business, and if I can't 
indulge in the business of nepotism, I’m not in 
the racket." 

And so it goes, with Fuzzhead rounding out 
the family complications, putting one more 
obstacle between The Old Man and the two 
weeks of vacation he has dreamed about. Will 
they get to Ollie Hopnoodle's Haven of Bliss? 
Will it rain the whole time? 

This most recent Shepherd creation adds 
another entertaining tale to the humorist's long 
list of stories about the industrial heartland of 
America, where, as he says in The Phantom of 
the Open Hearth, “I learned to dream the 
American dream of the beautiful future, the 
glorious past, and the crummy now." ЭР

E he Olympic Games: they stand at the summit of athletic achievement. Every 
four years men and women from around the world meet to pursue—and for 
some, to fulfill—the dreams of a lifetime. And in every Olympics, there are new, 
young faces, the faces of competitors who may suddenly discover themselves stars 
in the athletic world—and the possessors of gold medals. Who are the young faces 
that may emerge victorious in this Septembers Summer Olympics? 

Answers to that question may be discovered in An Olympic Dream, Bud Greenspan's 
provocative and thoughtful new special for The Disney Channel. Premiering August 19 at 7:00 
p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time), An Olympic Dream probes beneath the surface of athletics to take 
a keen look at promising and gifted young competitors struggling towards their first Olympiad. 

"Its something of a departure for us," Bud Greenspan said in a recent interview with The 
Disney Channel Magazine. "Other films we've done have had dramatic endings, and there 
was the pageantry of the Olympic Games. An Olympic Dream is more informative. It’s the 
story of how young people from around the world get themselves to Seoul.” (In a special later 
this year, Greenspan will follow up on the athletes’ actual Olympic performances.) 

The genesis for the program began when Greenspan was working on his Olympiad series, 
which detailed the history of the modern Games. “In show after show, I was struck by how 
many young athletes were featured,” he says. “After all, Bob Matthias was only 17 when he 
won the gold medal in the decathalon. I was continually impressed by how well young 
athletes fared under the pressures of international competition.” 

For An Olympic Dream, Greenspan began by contacting the many different national and 
international amateur sports organizations connected with the Olympic Games. From that 
starting point, he began drawing up a list of individuals to be interviewed for the show. “It’s 
an ongoing process,” he points out. “Just this last weekend at a swim meet in Boca Raton, 
Florida, we met a young Yugoslavian swimmer. His mother is Yugoslavia’s only gold medalist
